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WHAT HAVE you done to crush 
the growing war mania of the 
patriots for profits? Did you write to 
President Wilson and tell him that you 
positively refuse to fight for Morgan 
and Schwab and their crowd ? Did you 
tell him that if we are plunged into war 
it will be a war to enrich only the muni- 
tions ring and the food speculators? 
Did you tell him that you clearly see 
thru the thin veneer and that the plea 
to protect American lives is only a hol- 
low mockery? Did you tell him that 
you see the dollar behind every word 
uttered by the kept pro-war press that 
is thirsting for human blood? Protest 
against "Armed Neutrality" for it is 
inviting war to America. If you have 
not done so, do it at once, before it is too 
late. 

The bloated and blear-eyed vul- 
tures who want war are without scru- 
ples and would turn you out as cannon 
meat to swell their blood-soaked coffers. 

There are members in the United 
States and the House who stand by the 
people and against war. Your letters 
will strengthen them in their opposi- 
tion to the professional mass murder 
that the profit-mongers yearn for. The 
common people do not want war be- 
cause they know that those who have 
the most to fight for will not fight.

IS THERE anyone feeble minded e- 
nough to believe that Morgan, Schwab 
and Rockefeller will enter the trenches? 
Is there anyone at large, who for one 



moment thinks that the Wall street 
crowd will shoulder a gun and fight "to 
protect American lives" ? Is there any- 
one who even ^believes that the Wall 
Street gluttons will go to the firing line 
to defend THEIR commerce? If they 
are too cowardly to go to the front to 
protect their commerce, why should 
you? 

The "Bought And Paid For" press 
tricked the workers to the trenches in 
1898. At that time we were aroused to 
avenge the blowing up of the Maine. Im- 
bued with a patriotic frenzy, thousands 
went to Cuba and the Philippines. The 
common people were blinded by the 
press so they could see nothing but "Re- 
member the Maine !" In 1916, eighteen 
years later, the war office at Washing- 
ton issued a document in which we find 
the foHowing: (War Dept. Document 
No. 528, page 6.) "When it became evi- 
dent to our Military Information Divi- 
sion in 1897 that war was certain to oc- 
cur .between the United States and 
Spain, an attempt was made to discover 
not only the numbers^ but the Garrisons 
of the Spanish Army in Cuba." So you 
see, it was "certain in 1897," not in 1898 
when the Maine was blown up, that we 
would have war with Spain; The war 
lords knew the year previous that war 
was "certain" but did they tell you so ? 
You were a dead letter until the pretext 
for war was found and then your pa- 
triotism was appealed to just as now. 

Thousands went to Cuba to be fed 
on and killed by embalmed beef. Isn't 
that a marvelous recompense for de- 
fending your country?

IN THE present crisis, act after act 



has been staged to enflame your pas- 
sion. So far they have failed to work 
you up to the proper frenzy. They tried 
the Lusitania but you balked. Then the 
Frey, the Sussex, etc. Recently the La- 
conia and still the great mass of the 
people keep calm and self-possessed, 
like a thunderbolt out of a clear sky 
came the German-Japanese-Mexican 
"Plot". Whether this is the trump card, 
remains to be seen. At any rate we can- 
not rest one moment in our opposition 
to war. We must make war on war 
every moment of the day. Not with 
sword and cannon but with reason. 

Suppose that everything the press 
has told us about the Zimmermann 
Note is true. Put this government in 
the place of either the Allies or the Cen- 
tral Powers. Wouldn't our war lords 
embroil other countries if it suited their 
purpose ? This country would resort to 
every means conceivable to crush an 
enemy. If it did not, it would have no 
business engaging in the profession of 
war. In 1898 we sent out modern battle- 
ships to shoot a lot of Spanish tubs to 
pieces and drown the half-starved 
Spaniards like rats. We had them 3000 
miles from home and pommelled them 
in true American style.

ENGLAND, thru Morgan, has had a 
strangle hold on tjiis nation ever since 
the outbreak of the war. We have been 
the cow that England has milked to 
further her purpose. 

England has interfered with our com- 
merce and is seiK doing so with her 
superdreadn oughts. Germany is doing 
it with her submarines. 

To us the Kaiser with his military 



machine and submarines should be as 
despicable as Lloyd George and his 
super-dreadnoughts and the Czar and 
his cossacks. 

We should be for neither side — we 
should be against both and while we are 
ranting against the military and naval 
terrorism of the Kaiser, the Treasury 
of this nation is being looted to build 
up a murder machine to force the sur- 
plus values created by the workers of 
this country upon people of other lancls. 

"We must have the biggest Navy in 
the world," is the cry, and the industrial 
pirates are determined to have it — no 

matter what the cost may be to us."

AND WHAT about protecting Amer- 
ican lives? There is a wonderful field 
here at home to practice that. 

From 1890 to 1913 there were 31,710 
miners reported killed in the soft ctfal 
mines of this country. In addition to 
this, according to available records, 17,- 
902 were killed in the hard coal mines 
from 1870 to 1913. In Cherry, 111., 259 
were killed at one time 'because the 
mine was operated in violation of law. 
About 1,000 were killed in the Iroquois 
Theatre fire in Chicago which was oper- 
ated in violation of law. Nearly 1,000 
went to their death on the Eastland, 
here in the Chicago river because the 
boat was unseaworthy. Over one hund- 
red girls were burned to death in the 
Triangle shirt factory in New York be- 
cause the law was violated. And there 
are numerous other instances. 
"Of course, that ruthless lyaeriffcee was 
all due to "accidents". That is quite a 
convenient word to hide the shame of 
the nation. 



LET US begin protecting lives in 
the industries of this country before 
makin any hypocritical pretenses 
in the present war crisis. The 
only thing the workers can expect out 
of war is to be crippled or killed. Should 
you be lucky enough to be missed by 
bullets and shells and get a medal for 
bravery, remember that neither your 
merchant, butcher, doctor nor land lord 
will accept it in payment of bills. No 
matter how brave you prove yourself in 
defense of the country, when .you re- 
turn home you wiil still be exploited and 
oppressed and you will be forced to take 
out a bare existence. 

I repeat, act before it is too late. Let 
the president and the members of con- 
gress know where you stand. Tell them 
that neither the nation's integrity, hon- 
or or independence is in danger. Tell 
them that you refuse to murder your 
brother of any country and then hide 
your crimsoned fist in the folds of the 
flag.

ACT QUICK! Arouse your neighbor 
and fellow worker to the seriousness 
of the situation for the cost of war will 
be tremendous.

Tom Mooney 
Sentenced To Hang 

An Appeal To The Organized 
Workers Of America!

A TELEGRAM just received from San Francisco announces 
the sentence of Tom Mooney. He is to hang by the neck until 
he is dead. The day set for his murder is May 17th. The capitalist 
jury and judge have done their foul work, and it is now up to us 
to do ours. 

Tom Mooney is an absolutely innocent man and his conviction 
an infamous crime. We, the workers of America, are duty bound 
to challenge the verdict of the capitalist jury and set aside the 
sentence of the capitalist judge. We constitute a court, a jury, 
and a judge of our own. 

We sat thru this case from the hour the vile conspiracy was 
concocted and we know beyond doubt that Mooney was framed 
and that he is to be murdered for no other reason than that the 
corporation criminals, the big capitalist thieves and their official 
highbinders could not buy him, or silence his agitation. 

* * * * 

MORE THAN twenty reputable witnesses not only testified 
to Mooney's innocence but proved it beyond even the shadow of a 
doubt. His alibi was without a flaw. He was miles away from the 
bomb when it exploded in the preparedness parade. He had ab- 
solutely no connection with and no knowledge of the affair. Bourke 
Cochran, the eminent New York lawyer, who defended him, is 
positively convinced of this and so is every other man or woman 
who attended the trial and is not in the pay or under the influence 
of the United Railroads, the Manufacturers' Association, and 
other red-handed bandits who have for years been plundering 
San Francisco and have now set themselves up as the autocratic 
rulers of the Pacific coast. 

You know the record of the Manufacturers' Association. You 
remember the Mulhall story and the trail of this slimy serpent in 
the investigation at Washington. If the law had been enforced 
every one of these criminal conspirators would now be keeping 
the lock-step in penitentiary. 

You know, too, the rotten record of the United Railroads, 
every page of which drips with corruption and reeks with stenches 
that cry to heaven. You also know the attitude of the Chamber 
of Commerce of San Francisco, that gang of pot-bellied exploiters 
and thieves and their mangy spaniels. It is these sweet-scented 
elements that constitute the despotic power that rules San Fran- 
cisco with a rod of steel, these private interests organized for loot, 
rapine, and plunder, as conscienceless a gang of pirates as ever 
sandbagged an honest man or picked the pocket of a blind orphan.

AND IT is this gang that issued its declaration of war against 
organized labor and in cold blood set to work thru its sleuths, 
hirelings and prostitutes, male and female, of high and low degree, 



to drive every union man and woman and every Socialist from the 
Pacific coast. 

This is the real cause, the true inwardness of Tom Mooney's 
conviction. He would not lay down like a cur at the command of 
the blear-eyed, bloated bandits. He stood up like a man and defied 
them. In every protest of the workers Mooney's voice was heard ; 
in every strike he was at the front and his influence was felt. He 
was true in every throb of his heart to the organized workers in 
their battle against annihilation. He lost sight of self entirely. 
He was the kind of a man when the crisis came we should have a 
thousand of instead of one, and If we had, those broadcloth, be- 
diamonded, greasy desperadoes who are now trying to assassinate 
him under cover of law would have seen ignominious finish long 
ago.

THE ARREST of Mooney in connection with the bomb ex- 
plosion was an outrage, his trial froii first to last a farce, and his 
conviction and sentence a crime so flagrant, so cruel, so shocking 
that the working class of the whole nation should and must rise 
in revolt against it. 

The plundering plutocrats thirsting to lap Tom Mooney's 
honest blood must be thwarted. These hyenas shall not break his 
neck and gloat over his dead body. Their infamous court and its 
filthy hirelings have brought him bound and gagged to the gal- 
lows but they shall not chortle over his ghastly murder.

COMRADES and fellow-workers of America, I appeal to you ! 
If ever my voice was heard I want it to be heard now. If ever I was 
engaged in an act of duty to justice and service to the working- 
class I am engaged in that act now in pleading with you to help 
save as honest a workingman and as true a unionist as ever stood 
under the banner of the labor movement. 

I know Tom Mooney and I know him well. For weeks he was 
with us on the Red Special. We ate and slept together. Every 
one on the train loved him. To me he was a younger brother. He 
is innocent. I swear it. His murder would be a foul and indelible 
blot upon our movement and an everlasting disgrace to ourselves. 

We can save him. We have got to save him. Let us get to 
work and lose no time. From now on my pen and my voice are 
at his service. My duty is clear and so is that of every other ui\jon 
man and Socialist in America.

War And Wall Street 



Perhaps some light is thrown on the 
extraordinary war fever which has 
seized the metropolitan press by the 
following "daily market letter" issued 
bya Wall Street broker, George Gra- 
ham Rice. This letter does not dis- 
cuss "rights" or "national duties" but 
its explanation of the response of the 
stock market to the threat of war is 
blunt to a degree and should be kept 
in mind; it is the key to the pressure 
now being steadily exerted upon the 
administration to plunge us into war. 
Pressure equal and opposite MUST 
be exerted. The letter follows: 

"When on Saturday at 11:15 a. m. 
the news was flashed that Ambassador 
Bernstorff had been handed his pass- 
ports, uncertainty changed to certain- 
ty, and the stock markets began a 
recovery. Today the rise was con- 
tinued .... 

'The situation in a nutshell, as ex- 
pressed by the highest banking 
authorities, is about like this: 

"We are on the verge of war with 
several of the great nations of the 
world. These nations are 'cribbed, 
cabined and confined' by the navies 
and armies of such powerful govern- 
ments as England, France and Italy. 
The American nation is, in fact, about 
to enter upon a national joyfest. This 
country, with its untold resources, 
richer than any other country in the 
world, is about to engage in war with 
nations of the first class and enjoy 
all the thrills of war without being 
compelled to do any of the real fight- 
ing. . We shall now place ourselves 
upon a war footing equal to that of 
any of the warring parties, and with 
only the remotest possibility of an 
invading army or an invading navy 
reaching our shores. To place our- 
selves in a proper position, we are 
about to spend $2,000,000,000 or more 
of American money, and spend it at 
home 

"In fine, overnight, $2,000,000,000 
worth of new home buying has come 
into existence, and the buying power 
from abroad which recently has been 
looked upon as pinchbeck, now be- 
comes the genuine article. Unbounded 
prosperity is at hand. Practically 
everything that is needed for war pur- 
poses in this country can be supplied 
in this country, and the government's 
treasure, which will be poured into 
the lap of producers and manufactur- 
ers will remain here. \ 

"Posterity may pay the debt in in- 
creased taxation and prosperity may 
feel the burden, but at this time the 
country and its flourishing population 
are bound to feel the quick and full 
effect of the unloosening." 

Which is just another way of say- 
ing: 

"After us the deluge!"

The American Socialist's Washington bureau: 

"What national ideal will the 
United States have satisfied by a 
war with Germany?" asked Lon- 
don. 

"What will the United States 
have accomplished if it goes to 
war and wins? 

"It will have established the 
right oi munition makers to sell 
munitions. 

"That is the only thing that will 
be established. 

"It will be a war for cash, a war 
for commerce. 

"It will be a war for the right 
of the powder barrel with the 
American flag on the barrel, giv- 
ing it the sanctity of the flag and 
everything that the flag repre- 
sents. 

"If you face the issue squarely 
and honestly, there can be but one 
answer — such a war is inconceiv- 
able." 

Announcing that it was -his inten- 
tion to "get to the meat of the situa- 
tion," London was mercilessly logical 
in his presentation of the commercial 
basis underlying the agitation for war 
with Germany. 

No Reason For War. 

He reiterated and emphasized his 
declaration that there is no more rea- 
son for going to war with Germany 
because the German government has 
established a submarine blockade 
against Great Britain than there was 
for going to war with Great Britain 
when the British government estab- 
lished the starvation blockade against 
Germany. 

The Socialist representative ex- 
pressed his conviction that the Amer- 
ican people, if the question is honestly 
presented to them, will repudiate the 
agitation for war with the German 
people to guarantee the American 
capitalists the privilege of carrying on 
commerce with the belligerent na- 
tions. 

Representative London's analysis of 
the crisis with Germany is recognized 
as being the most forceful presenta- 
tion of the situation yet laid before 
the House. Republicans and Demo- 
crats alike, with the exception of a 
few munition jingoists, warmly ap- 
plauded his frank discussion of a ques- 
tion that most of the representatives 
are afraid to tackle. 

What London Said. 

The following is the official steno- 
graphic report of Representative Lon- 
don's speech: 

"Let us go to the meat of the situa- 
tion. The gentleman from Texas, Mr. 
Dies, asked the leader of the minority, 
Mr. Mann, this question: 

" 'If some nation in Europe involved 
in this war should bid our peaceful 
(.vmmerce off the sea and declare that 
we should no longer conduct our com- 
merce in obedience to the laws of na- 
tions, does he think we should refuse, 
in obedience to that request or warn- 
ing, to declare our rights to com- 
merce?' 

"The astute and brillant leader of 
the minority, who is always ready to 
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answer any question thrown at him, 
thought that the question was embar- 
rassing and declined to answer it. 
Question Already Answered. 

"The thing that the gentleman from 
Illinois did not dare to do I should 
hardly dare attempt, but, as I am 
younger and can afford to be indis- 
creet, I shall answer that question. 

"I contend that the question has al- 
ready been answered by the American 
people. One of the belligerents has de- 
nied the freedom of the seas to Amer- 
ican commerce, and the great masses 
of the American people have refused 
to accept the idea of going to war be- 
cause of that injury to American com- 
merce. The practical and the con- 
crete question today is: Having re- 
fused to go to war with one of the bel- 
ligerents because a part of our com- 
merce has been driven off the seas, 
shall we go to war with the other bel- 
ligerent because the rest of our com- 
merce is being threatened? (Ap- 
plause.) 

Principally Munition Trade. 

"In other words, shall we fight for 
the privilege of carrying on commerce 
with the belligerent nations? That 
commerce, so far as exports are con- 
cerned, is confined principally to the 
business of supplying the belligerents 
with munitions. 

"Is there any doubt that the Amer- 
ican people will repudiate the war agi- 
tation if the question is honestly pre- 
sented ? 

"I am not very generous to what we 
Socialists call the 'Capitalist class,' 
but I would readily vote hundreds of 
millions of dollars to the munition 
traffickers rather than let them shed 
a single drop of American blood. 

"The kings and rulers of the Old 
World have so managed it that every 



fear that slogan, 'Stand by the presi- 
dent.' 

"It is a dangerous battle cry when 
the people cease to be a people and 
become a mob. 'Stand by the presi- 
dent' means a great deal when the 
president is right. 'Stand by the pre- 
sident' is a dangerous slogan when 
the president is in error. 

"It is a mighty dangerous thing to 
permit Congress to drift into a state 
of mind where one man can sweep you 
off your feet. I call for the greatest 
exercise of freedom of thought, of 
speech and of discussion, and the most 
earnest application to the problem 
which confronts us. 

"I am glad that the Congress of the 
United States is serjously discussing 
this problem and that we are prepar- 
ing ourselves to act as sensible men 
should act in a great crisis. 

"When the framers of the constitu- 
tion vested Congress with the power 
to declare war, they did not intend 
that Congress should in a perfunctory 
way go thru the ceremony of declar- 
ing war upon somebody's suggestion. 

The Right To Declare War. 

"The right to declare war means 
the right to refuse to declare war. It 
involves deliberation, study, analysis, 
the searching of one's conscience, the 
calling into action of all our mental 
powers. And, if there ever was a time 
when every member of Congress 
should be free and strong and in- 
dependent, this is the time. (Ap- 
plause.) 

"I hope, gentlemen, that we shall 
be spared the horrors of the conflict. 
I hope that we will stand by our fun- 
damental principles. Germany is now 
threatening a portion of our com- 
merce. Germany has violated funda- 
mental principles, not only of inter- 
national law, but of that law which is 
more sacred than all the textbooks 
that have ever been compiled by

one of the belligerent nations in Eu- 
rope today is fighting for something 
that appeals to sentiment, that ap- 
peals to the spiritual man. 

"Poor little Serbia is fighting 
against extinction. Austria-Hungary 
seeks national consolidation and an 
obstructed road to the Orient. Ger- 
many is struggling against being 
crushed by powerful enemies that sur- 
round her on all sides. 

Russia Seeks A Port. 
"Russia, the giant of the East — a 
giant without lungs, because it has 
not a warm water port — seeks a warm 
water port, and says that she has en- 
tered the combat to help a weaker 
Slav brother, Serbia. If Italy gets 
what she has started out for, she will 
restore to herself, her 'Italia irre- 
dente,' that portion of northern Italy 
now possessed by Austria. Roumania 
will get back some of her territory. 

"Every one of these nations, if it 
wins the war, will have satisfied some 
national aspiration, some national 
ideal. Of course the probabilities are 
that none of them will have anything 
to show commensurate with the sac- 
rifices made. 

"What national ideal will the United 
States satisfy by war? 

"What will the United States have 
accomplished if its goes to war and 
wins ? 

"It will have established the right 
of munition makers to sell munitions. 

"That is the only thing that will be 
established. 

A War For Cash. 

"It will be a war for cash, a war 
for commerce. It will be a war for 
the right of the powder barrel, with 
the American flag on the barrel giving 
it the sanctity of the flag and every- 
thing the flag represents. 

"Why not face the issue and face it 
honestly? And if you face that issue 
fairly and honestly, there can be only 
one answer — such a war is inconceiv- 
able. 

"There seems to be a great deal of 
soberness and sanity in this Congress 
now — a great deal more soberness and 
sanity than I expected to find, I will 
say. I hope that it will not be 
stricken from the record. It is a safe 
policy to attack people collectively 
and not individually, because every 
one takes it as intended as somebody 
else and is not offended. 

U. S. As Arbitrator. 

"It is self-evident that the United 
States would have exercised a tre- 
mendous influence, in the council of 
nations; it would act the part of the 
arbitrator. It would then be the one 
great neutral power, the one great 
republic, the repository of the ideals 
of democracy and liberty. 

"But the United States as an ally, 
the United States as a participant in 
the war, as a sharer in its spoils, 
will play only such part as will be 
justified by her contributions to the 
final result. 

"When you are in the council of 
nations after the settlement of a war 
you are strong only to the extent to 
which you can lick all your partners. 
It is only when you can say to them, 
"These are the terms which you shall 
accept. If you do not accept them, I 
will lick you all. Take the course I 
suggest, or I am going to* fight you 
all. The average American may be- 
lieve that he can lick the whole world, 
but he cannot. 

"It is not by licking anybody that 
America has become what she is to- 
day. We have made progress because 
we have developed as a peaceful na- 
tion, engaged in peaceful pursuits, 
promoting democracy, and to me 
America is so dear, not only for the 
things that she has accomplished, but 
for, the great promise for the future 



quibbling" lawyers. When Germany in- 
vaded Belgium, when Germany pro- 
ceeded to deport the civilian popula- 
tion of Belgium, when Germany sunk 
the helpless women and children on 
the Lusitania, she committed a crime 
against civilization, against humanity. 
We did not fight then, but now, when 
business is injured, people begin to 
talk about the possibility of war. 

"I do not forget the fundamental 
differences between the German situa- 
tion and the British situation. I like 
to face facts 'squarely and speak 
honestly. If a man cannot afford to 
speak honestly, there is no use talking 
at all, and, if a Socialist should not be 
honest, who would be? 

The Blockade By England. 

"England has accomplished her 
blockade, and England has deprived 
the United States and other neutral 
powers of the freedom of the seas by 
what has heretofore been recognized 
more or less as a civilized method of 
doing things. 

"Germany is striving to obtain the 
same method by means of the sub- 
marine, which threatens human life. 

"That is the fundamental distinc- 
tion, and it is because of this funda- 
mental distinction that the president 
said to Geronany, 'We cannot do busi- 
ness with you. You disregard funda- 
mental rights of humanity. You throw 
away human life ruthlessly, cruelly, 
without compunction. We cannot do 
any business with you.' 

"Whether he was wise or not is im- 
material. So far as the great masses 
of the American people are concerned, 
so far as the question of war or peace 
is involved, the question reduces itself 
to this: Shall we submit to the block- 
ade of England? Shall we not submit 
to the blockade instituted by Ger- 
many ? 

Threatens Individuals. 

"The question of method affects only 
a small number of individuals. The 
method pursued of Germany threatens 
a small number of individuals who en- 
gage in that traffic and who find 
themselves within the war zone. So 
far as the right to the freedom of 
the seas is concerned, both belliger- 
ents disregard our rights." 

"Does the gentleman make any dis- 
tinction," asked Representative Cald- 
well, "between the violation of inter- 
national right where human life is in- 
volved and where only property is in- 
volved?" 

"Why, of course, I draw that dis- 
tinction," replied London. "I said so. 
I started out with that. But, so far as 
the great masses of the American peo- 
ple are concerned, it is purely a ques- 
tion to what extent their commerce 
will be injured." 

"Does the gentleman mean to main- 
tain," interrupted Representative 
Shallenberger, "that an American ship 
sunk now with Americans on board 
and American lives lost by the action 
of Germany to maintain her blockade, 
that that presents the same sort of 
situation to this country as when 
England seized our ships on the sea 
without loss of human life?" 
A More Difficult Problem. 

"No," responded London. "It pre- 
sents a more difficult problem. There 
is no doubt about that. But do not 
forget, please, that those lives will be 
lost after warning has been given not 
to enter the war zone. If American 
lives are lost when you get within the 
range of guns fired from the walls of 
a belligerent fortress, you have no 
complaint. That is what it amounts 
to. Germany has now surrounded the 
British isles by guns which have a 
longer range than the guns she had 
before. Th'^t is the practical propo- 
sition. If ytfu are not within the war 
zone, your Ijife is not in danger." 



There are, of course, many papers 
that were bought up directily by the 
pro-British propaganda — but most of 
the capitalist publications did not 
have to be bought up. 

I don't want to go into the merits 
or demerits for either side of the 
world war. Anybody familiar with 
history -will readily understand the 
psychology of the entente nations — 
as well as of the Germans. 

Stupid Fairy Tale Not Believed. 

And only children and idiots still 
believe the stupid and simple fairy 
tale that England and Russia are 
fighting for democracy and civiliza- 
tion — while Gerhiany is fighting for 
militarism and barbarism. 

Under the present economic system 
every civilized nation is producing 
more than the producers of that na- 
tion can buy back with their wages. 
The surplus is sold in the world's 
market. 

England is fighting to keep the con- 
trol of the world's market, which it 
now has had for more than 200 years. 
Russia is fighting to extend the 
dominion of the Czar. Fi-ance wants 
revenge for 1871 and wants Alsace- 
Lorraine. France is under contract 
with Russia since 1878 to help when- 
ever Russia wants help. Italy wants 
to expand — north, east and south. 
Seeks Place In The Sun. 

And Germany wants p "a place in 
the sun," that is, its share of the 
world's trade and a German colony 
somewhere. 

All other reasons are of minor im- 
portance in this world war. 

Now where does our country come 
into this war? 

It does not come in, unless we force 
our way in. 

But as to our country — everybody 
knows that our capitalist class was 
always in close alliance and partner- 
ship with the British capitalist class. 

This fact was never so evident as 
in this war. 

No honest man can deny that from 
the beginning of the war, our govern- 
ment has not been neutral. While 
nominally our government has obeyed 
the letter of international law — our 
ruling class has constantly and vi- 
ciously violated its spirit and has re- 
ceived the encouragement of the gov- 
ernment and the protection of the 
American flag for this violation. 
Morgan's Dishonest Quibbling. 

Our manufacturers and speculators 
have been shipping munitions and 
other supplies to the allies, while they 
were prevented by the allies from 
shipping them to the other side. To 
claim that it was not the fault of 
American manufacturers that these 
munitions and supplies could not also 
be sent to the central powers is dis- 
honest quibbling, of course. 

As a matter of fact, Mr. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, the fiscal agent of 
Great Britain from the beginning of 
the war, acted as if he were also the 
agent of our government. He prac- 
tically monopolized the supply of 
metals and other war material in 
this country. 

A hardware merchant in a town 
out west who would willingly furnish 
guns and ammunition to a dozen cow- 
boys that are fighting with two others 
in "the street, would undoubtedly be 
guilty of accessory to murder — altho 
he might plead that he was in no 
position to furnish guns and ammu- 
nition also to the other two. Court 
and jury would justly hold that by 
not furnishing it to either side, he 
mi'rht have prevented the murder en- 
tirely. 

It is a violation of neutrality — and 
I do not care what the international 
lawyers say — to help only the allies 
and to injure only the Germans. It 
is all the more violation of neutrality 
because we had it in our power to 
stop the war within a short time by 
refusing to furnish munition, war 
material and food to both sides, as 
the Socialists proposed at the begin- 
ning of the war. 

Fight Over War Zones. 

The present situation to create a 
war zone on the open sea, was really 
started by England a little more than 
two years ago. Our government pro- 
tested in a perfunctory manner, but 
since Germany has extended that 
zone, our government is willing to go 
to war about it. 

The German submarine policy is 
undoubtedly cruel and vicious. But 
so is all war cruel and vicious. 

England has at no time obeyed the 
international law and it is only quot- 
ing the law when it suits the English 
interest. 

And Germany is fighting for its 



Italy and everywhere. And some day 
there will be an awful reckoning, eye 
for an eye and a tooth for a tooth. 
If guilt is always personal, every one 
of our multi-millionaires will be per- 
sonally held responsible for mass 
murder. 

Again I say, why should we go to 
war and shed our blood to protect the 
profits of our worst enemies at home ?

Not War But Food Riots. 

The United States has not as yet 
declared war, but already we have 
food riots in New York, Philadelphia 
and in other cities. 

Papers of the stripe of the New 
York Sun, New York Herald and Mil- 
waukee Journal claimed that German 
agents started the food riots. In 
other words, German agents are re- 
sponsible that milk in large eastern 
cities costs 13c a quart where it- 
used to be 5c; that shoes that, 
used to cost $3.50 cost $10 now; that 
porkchops have gone up to 24c and 
potatoes to $4 a bushel. 

All this is not caused by having 
our food bought up by the allies, who 
bought $750,000,000 of food stuff 
alone last year. The high cost of 
living is caused by German agents 
who now excite the women 4 o riot. 

On the first day of rioting the Mil- 
waukee Journal said that, according 
to the mayor of New York, tbe bread 
riots were begun by professional I. 
W. W\ agitators. Have these agita- 
tors starved the children for the last 
two years? Have these poor devils 
used up the production of the coun- 
try, especially the food? 

Government; figures show that 
every month enough foodstuffs are 
exported from America to make 1,- 
470,038,160 loaves of bread, or ten 
loaves a month for every mart, woman 
and child in the United States. 

Let Us Make It Clear. 
Meat, raisins, butter, lard, salmon, 
corn syrup, bacon, cheese, condense I 
milk— all food products of the broad 
fields of the United States — are sent 
to feed the soldiers of the warring 
rations at more than $500,000,000 a 
year. 

Let's get clear on this. 

If we go to war, we do so in order 
to protect the profits of our trust 
kaiser, J. Pierpont Morgan. We go 
to war to kill and get killed, in order 
to make sure that the "short time" 
notes of Mr. Schwab can be paid by 
the allies. We go to war in order to 
have American wives and American 
children go barefoot so that the 
leather can be sent to Europe and the 
soldiers in the trenches have good 
shoes. We ,go to war to starve our 
babies so that condensed milk can be 
sent to the Tommies "somewhere in 
Flanders." 

Shame on our government! If we 
had declared an embargo at. the be- 
ginning of the war — as the Socialists 
proposed, — the war would have been 
over for more than two years. 

It may have been possible that 
thereby the German kaiser would 
have derived some benefits and that 
the American trust kaiser and his 
bunch would have been poorer by 
about six billion dollars. But what is 
that to us ? Must one hundred million 
Americans starve or skimp in order 
„to benefit the trust kaiser and injure 
the German kaiser? 

Awful Reckoning Coming. 

Six million young men died on ac- 
count of six billion dollars. The 
avenging angel is hovering over their 
graves. Their blood is crying out for 
revenge against our capitalist class — 
against the trust kaiser at least as 
much as against the German kaiser, 
and his obusins in England, Russia, 



Our patriotism is the love of our folks. 

If doing good to the greatest mass 
is patriotism, then I am a patriot.

I have been trying fox* some time to 
get the party to concentrate upon the 
most vital point of the system and 
make the collective ownership of the 
railroads the most prominent part of 
our platform and our campaign.

Why try to compel everybody 
to become scientific Socialists so that 
they will vote the Socialist philosophy 
as a platform? Why not put out a 
platform that is practical, pointed and 
applicable to the present conditions of 
society, and easily understood by 
everybody ? 

Let us make a drive on the govern- 
ment ownership of the railroads and 
such changes in our tax laws as will 
call a halt on these large unearned 
incomes and inheritances and turn the 
surplus into the government treasury 
with which to buy the railroads, there- 
by buying and paying for them in five 
or seven years. 

It can be done and four laws on 
taxation will turn the trick. It is the 
door thru which we should strive to 
show the way to, and the benefits of, 
the co-operative commonwealth. Let 
us talk taxation a little. Let us have 
these four laws on taxation fairly 
well outlined, systematized and under- 
stood. They will accomplish the trans- 
formation without any trouble and the 
people will see their justice and bene- 
fit much more quickly than they will 
grasp the Socialist philosophy, and 
once understood the people will de- 
mand their enactment. Around these 
laws we can group all the good things 
that we, the producers, demand. 

Here they are. 

First. A law exempting the home, 
owned by the occupant, and the means 
for family support, not to exceed $5,- 
000 in value, from taxation, and mak- 
ing it necessary to raise money for 
all government purposes by direct 
taxation on all property not exempt 
as homes or for church, school and 
other public purposes. Note that this 
will place the burden of taxes not on 
the homes of the poor but on the ex- 
ploiting property of the rich. 

Second. A law taxing all incomes 
in excess of $10,000 and so graduated 
that all that part of all private in- 
comes in excess of $200,000 would be 
taxed at 100 per cent. 

Third. An excise tax on corpora- 
tions whereby all net income in excess 
of five per cent (5 p. c.) on their AS- 
SESSED VALUATION should be tax- 
ed, and the tax so graduated that all 
net income in excess of ten per cent 
(10 p. c.) on such ASSESSED VA- 
LUATION should be taxed at 100 per 
cent. (Please tell me what incentive 
there would be for the railroads to is- 
sue that $1,000,000 of additional stocks 
and bonds under this law?) Now re- 
member this says their ASSESSED 
VALUATION not their capitalization. 
And remember also that the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission is now 
engaged in the pleasant task of finding 
the physical valuation of the railroads 
and they find them capitalized at five 
to ten times their physical value. 

Fourth. An inheritance law that 
will exempt, say $5,000 of indirect in- 
heritances and be so graduated that 
all that part of indirect inheritance 
above $100,000 shall be taxed at 100 
per cent. Also exempting all direct 
inheritances of say $25,000 and so 
graduated that all that part of direct 
inheritances in excess of say $200,000 
shall be taxed at 100 per cent. 

Each of the last three laws should 
have a clause placing all taxes col- 
lected under them in a fund for the 
purpose of buying the public utilities 
and exploiting industries at their as- 
certained physical value or for supply- 
ing the people with food, clothing, 
fuel, etc., at cost of production. Also 
each person or corporation should be 
required to make his or its own state- 
ment of property owned and income 
derived therefrom under oath and that 
oath should be held inviolate and in- 
violable by making the list public pro- 
perty and confiscating any property 
not included in the list and giving ten 
per cent of it to the person who dis- 
covered the error. 

I will guarantee that under such a 
law the present tax dodgers would 
fall over each other in their haste to 
make their full list and file it with the 
proper officer. Even the Marshall 
Field estate would not have paid a 
fortune in back taxes because his last 
sworn list would have been all that his 
heirs could claim, the balance passing 
automatically to the state or nation. 

Let us make the government pur- 
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chase at ascertained physical value of 
the railroads and the taxation of un- 
earned income and inheritances the 
rallying points for a victorious drive 
on the strongholds of capitalism. 
Yours for a definite purpose,

If every strike could be won, the 
working people would keep on strik- 
ing until they received the equivalent 
of the full product of their labor, and 
capitalism would cease to exist. 

About the only incentive that cap- 
italism holds out to the ambitious 
young man of the working class is 
the opportunity to become a favored 
hired man of the capitalist class. 

As conditions are now, people do not 
belong to the capitalist class or to the 
working class because of ability or 
lack of ability; they are simply born 
into one or the other of these classes. 



I never knew a workingman, no mat- 
ter what he styled himself politically, 
who would work for three dollars a 
day if he saw a chance to get four, or 
for four dollars a day if he saw a 
chance to get five. 

It is immaterial whether a worker 
calls himself a Republican, a Demo- 
crat, a Prohibitionist or a Socialist, 
in the last analysis every worker 
wants the same thing, which is — all 
he can get. 

An individuality which feeds upon 
the life blood of a nation is not an ad- 
mirable or desirable kind of indivi- 
duality. 

The socially desirable kind of in- 
dividuality is the individuality which 
promotes the growth of others, not 
that which sacrifices others for its 
own growth. 

A Socialist society will not allow 
a few selfish, heartless individuals to 
sacrifice the lives, the health and the 
happiness of millions of men, women 
and children in order that they them- 
selves may become "merchant-princes" 
and "captains of industry." 



We know that the present system 
has not always existed and will not 
always exist. 

We know that it has been preceded 
by other systems even worse than the 
present one, and that it will be fol- 
lowed by still another system a thous- 
and times better than the present one. 



The only possible graft we could 
have under Socialism would be the 
embezzlement of public funds by public 
officials. A public official might take 
money for which he had not worked. 
It is true that there might be found 
some public official who would be 
mean enough to do that, but it is quite 
certain that there never has been and 
never will be any public official able 
to get away with, say fifty millions 
of dollars a year, which is about the 
sum that Mr. Rockefeller takes from 
the public every year without working 
for it. 



When the issue of slavery was up 
before the people, the worst anti- 
slavery man was of more use to the 
cause of humanity than the best pro- 
slavery man. Whatever his failings, 
he was right on the one big issue of 
the day — the slavery issue. 

When a man is the candidate of a 
party which stands for the private 
ownership of the means of production 
and distribution, he thereby becomes 
the enemy of the working class. It 
matters not that he is moral, sincere 
and efficient. His sincerity and effi- 
ciency have become a force for evil 
rather than for good, they are going 
to be used on the wrong side of the 
struggle for human rights and free- 
dom.

Plan To Get Real Dope 
On High Cost Of Living 

(Special Correspondence.) 

Washington. — The investigation in- 
to the high cost of living to be made 
by the Department of Agriculture and 
the Federal Trade Commission is not 
merely a joke; it is an earnest of 
something that may be worth while. 

I have a statement from Carl Vroo- 
man, the radical Assistant Secretary 
of Agriculture, which makes it look 
that way. Here's the statement, and 
in it, incidentally, is some strong stuff 
about "prosperity", and food specula- 
tion in peace times: 

War Would Boost Prices. 

"War or no war, it is imperative 
that at the earliest possible date the 
Government should know the essential 
facts about the food situation in the 
United States. If peace time prices 
are furnishing a pretext, if not a suf- 
ficient cause, for riots, and are actual- 
ly causing much real hardship of 
which the public never hears, war 
time prices would make present con- 
ditions vastly worse. 

"The President has asked Congress 
for money with which to investigate 
as it has never been investigated be- 
fore, the cause of the high cost of 
foods. The Federal Trade Commission 
and the Department of Agriculture are 
to make this investigation, the latter 
supplying the power which the former 
does not possess, to go into the books 
and papers of corporations in which 
are to be found the key facts to the 
present situation. 

"Out of this investigation, to be 
completed within six months, I look 
to see developed a definite scientific 
plan which will benefit the producer, 
the consumer and the legitimate mid- 
dleman. Such an investigation can 
hurt no one who is not profiting ex- 
cessively and unpatriotically from the 
necessities of the public in a time of 
national crisis. This investigation 
might be called the first step toward 
food preparedness. By making pro- 
vision for it now, while we are at 
peace, we shall show the world that 
we are more fore-handed than were 
he nations now warring in Europe. In 
most of the countries engaged in the 
present war the failure of govern- 
ments to take needed steps for food 
preparedness has been forced upon the 
attention of the world. 

We Bungle And Waste. 

"We have enough food in this 
country. In fact, we produce more than 
enough of most of the necessities of 
life to feed ourselves. We do not know 
how to market nationally. We bungle, 
we waste, we compete; we do not co- 
operate for mutual benefit or for na- 
tional efficiency. Our system of dis- 
tribution in many ways is crude, cum- 
bersome and costly. 

"It is not enough that the nation 
should have sufficient food, for if in 
time of peace numbers of people go 
hungry in the midst of plenty, is it 
not apparent that in time of war, un- 
less the strong arm of the Federal 
Government intervened, vastly more 
people would go hungry in the midst 
of plenty? Therefore, our problem of 
food preparedness in the United States 
is not a problem of adding to our na- 
tional supply, but of seeing 1 to it tfrat 
our national food supply is so market- 
ed that the poor and unfortunate are 
not exploited and starved by un- 
scrupulous and disloyal food specu- 
lators. We realize in general what is 
wrong with the food situation, but we 
need to know certain additional es- 
sential detailed facts. If Congress will 
appropriate the money, the Adminis- 
tration will get the facts, and for the 
first time begin to give the United 
States some scientific food prepared- 
ness." 
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SOCIALISM.

For The Love Of A Man. 

When John Thornton froze his feet 
in the previous December, his part- 
ners had made him comfortable and 
left him to get well, going on them- 
selves up the river to get out a raft 
of saw-logs for Dawson. He was still 
limping slightly at the time he res- 
cued Buck, but with the continued 
warm weather even the slight limp 
left him. And here, lying by the river 
bank thru the long spring days, 
watching the running water, listen- 
ing lazily to the songs of birds and 
the hum of nature, Buck slowly won 
back his strength. 

A rest comes very good after one 
has travelled three thousand miles, 
and it must be confessed that Buck 
waxed lazy as his wounds healed, his 
muscles swelled out, and the flesh 
came back to cover his bones. For 
that matter, they were all loafing, — 
Buck, John Thornton, and Skeet and 
Nig, — waiting for the raft to come 
that was to carry them down to Daw- 
son. Skeet was a little Irish setter 
who early made friends with Buck, 
who, in a dying condition, was un- 
able to resent her first advances. She 
had the doctor trait which some dogs 
possess; and as a mother cat washes 
her kittens, so she washed and 
cleansed Buck's wounds. Regularly, 
each morning after he had finished 
his breakfast, she performed her 
self-appointed task, till he came to 
look for her ministrations as much 
as he did for Thornton's. Nig, equal- 
ly friendly, tho less demonstrative, 
was a huge black dog, half blood- 
hound and half deerhound, with eyes 
that laughed and a boundless good 
nature. 

Experiences Genuine Love. 

To Buck's surprise these dogs 
manifested no jealousy toward him. 
They seemed to share the kindliness 
and largeness of John Thornton. As 
Buck grew stronger they enticed 
him into all sorts of ridiculous games, 
in which Thornton himself could not 
forbear to join; and in this fashion 
Buck romped thru his convalescense 
.and into a new existence. Love, 
genuine, passionate love, was his for 
the first time. This he had never ex- 
perienced at Judge Miller's down in 
the sun-kissed Santa Clara Valley. 
With the Judge's sons, hunting and 
tramping, it had been a working 
partnership; with the Judge's grand- 
sons, a part of pompous guardian- 
ship; and with the Judge himself, a 
stately and dignified friendship. But 
love that was feverish and burning, 
that was adoration, that was mad- 
ness, it had taken John Thornton to 
arouse. 

This man had saved his life, which 
was something; but, further, he was 
the ideal master. Other men saw to 
the welfare of their dogs from a 
sense of duty and business expedien- 
cy; he saw to the welfare of his as if 
they were his own children, because 
he could not help it. And he saw 
further. He never forgot a kindly 
greeting for a cheering word, and to 
sit down for a long talk with them 
("gas" he called it) was as much his 
delight as theirs. He had a way of 
taking Buck's head roughly between 
his hands, and resting his own head 
upon Buck's, of shaking him back 
and forth, the while calling him ill 
names that to Buck were love names. 
Buck knew no greater joy than that 
rough embrace and the sound of 
murmured oaths, and at each jerk 
back and forth it seemed that his 
heart would be shaken out of his body 
so great was its ecstasy. And when, 
released, he sprang to his feet, his 
mouth laughing, his eyes eloquent, 
his throat vibrant with unuttered 
sound, and in that fashion remained 
without movement, John Thornton 
would reverently exclaim, "God! you 
can all but speak 1" 

Buck had a trick of love expression 
that was akin to hurt. He woulH 
often seize Thornton's hand in his 
mouth and close so fiercely that the 
flesh bore the impress of his teeth 
for some time afterward. And as 
Buck understood the oaths to be love 
words, so the man understood this 
feigned bite for a caress 



love was expressed in adoration. 
While he went wild with happiness 
when Thornton touched him or spoke 
to him, he did not seek these tokens. 
Unlike Skeet, who was wont to shove 
her nose under Thornton's hand and 
nudge and nudge till petted, or Nig, 
who would stag up and rest his great 
head on Thornton's knee, Buck was 
content to adore at a distance. He 
would lie by the hour, eager, alert, 
at Thornton's feet, looking up into 
his face, dwelling upon it, studying 
it, following with keenest interest 
each fleeting expression, every move- 
ment or change of feature. Or, as 
chance might have it, he would lie 
farther away, to the side or rear, 
watching the outlines of the man and 
the occasional movements of his 
body. And often, such was the com- 
munion in which they lived, the 
strength of Buck's gaze would draw 
John Thornton's head around, and he 
would return the gaze, without 
speech, his heart shining out of his 
eyes as Buck's heart shone out. 
No Master Permanent. 
For a long time after his rescue, 
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Buck did not like Thornton to get out 
of his sight. From the moment he 
left the tent to when he entered it 
again, Buck would follow at his heels. 
His transient masters since he had 
come into the Northland had bred in 
him a fear that no master could l#e 
permanent. He was afraid that 
Ihornton would pass cut of his life 
as Perrault and Francois and the 
Scotch half-breed had passed out. 
Even in the night, in his dreams, he 
was haunted by this fear. At such 
times he would shake off his sleep 
and creep thru the chill to the flan 
of the tent, where he would stand 
and listen to the sound of his 
master's breathing. 

But in spite of this great love he 
bore John Thornton, which seemed 
to bespeak the soft civilizing in- 
fluence, the strain of the primitive, 
which the Northland had aroused in 
him, remained alive and active. 
Faithfulness and devotion, things 
born of fire and roof, were his; yet 
he retained his wildness and wiliness. 
He was a thing of the wild, come in 
from the wild to sit by John Thorn- 
ton's fire, rather than a dog of the 
soft Southland stamped with the 
marks of generations of civilization. 
Because of his very great love, he 
could not steal from this man, but 
from any other man, in any other 
camp, he did not hesitate an instant; 
while the cunning with which he stole 
enabled him to escape detection.
